RETAIL SALES RISE 


Consumer spending in the early part 
of October rose from the preceding 
month as the temperatures declined 
somewhat. More goods in almost every 
line were purchased than a year ago. 

Total retail sales in September were 
estimated at $14.4 billion. This was 
6 per cent above a year ago and 1 per 
cent above a month ago. 

Purchases of non-durable goods re- 
flected greater year-to-year increases 
than did durable goods sales. In in- 
creased demand were Fall and Winter 
clothing. Apparel made of synthetic 
and blended fabrics reflected the great- 
est year-to-year sales increases. 

Food purchases were moderately 
above a year ago and a monthago. The 
cooler weather stimulated appetites and 
the fare tended towards heartier meals. 

Durable goods purchases remained 
somewhat higher than a year ago al- 
though the increase was not as large 
as in previous months. New car vol- 
ume was above the comparable 1952 
period although it was somewhat be- 
low the high rate of the preceding 
months. Used car sales were slightly 
higher as prices were cut. 

Furniture and appliance sales were 
almost unchanged from a year ago. 
Consumers expressed preference for 
small appliances as gift items. Tele- 
vision volume increased seasonally. 

Retailers’ collections in September 
were more prompt than a year ago in 
4 cities, unchanged in 31 cities and less 
prompt in 86 cities. In comparison 
with a month ago, they were more 
prompt in 2 cities, unchanged in 86 
cities and less prompt in 32 cities. 

The preliminary Dun’s Review Re- 
gional Trade Barometer dipped slightly 
from August to September and stood 
at 132.6 (1947-1949—=100). This was 
1 per cent below a month ago and 4 
per cent above a year ago. The ba-
